First Visit to Bucyrus. 


This is my first visit to this beauti- 


ful city, founded and named, by mv 
grandfather. whose honored, name 1 
bear. Standing- here today on the 
very spot, as I am told, where he 
stood nearly seventy-five years ago 
and spoke to Uic> citizens of Bucyrus, 
my thoughts go back to him as I, a 
young boy, Uncw dim in his home at 
Worth i&gton: to the courtly, white 
haired Colonel, who was kind and con- 
siderate to me; to the honest, warm- 
hearted, genial gentleman, the friend 
and trusted adviser of all tho country 
round. 


1 have always; been proud of him. of 


the courage 
and 
patience and de- 


termination winch earned the coat- 
less, bare-footed, homeless boy to ,^> 
sitions of honor ia bis state and na- 
tion; but in studying his 
life, that 


which I most admired is not the suc- 
cess or distinction he gained, but .bis 
iinso.llish regard for the- interests of 


cess of true principles and correc 
policies is of first importance. 


It is well, therefore, at the begin 


ning of the campaign, to compare care 
fully the platform of the two grea 
parties, one or the other of whicr 
must be successful.

Generalities in platforms are usuall;

Silence cometimes speaks louder 


than words. Of Civil Sen-ice Keform 
upon which so greatly depends the 
correction of many of the evils which 
threaten our body politic: of refonaa 
tiou in the government of the munici- 
palities of the state—a necessity rec 
og-nized by thoughtful 
men of all 


parties; of the relief of our agricul- 
turists, who comprise the largest 
single body of our citizens, from the 
burdens which class legislation lias 
iaid upon them; of the gallant, if 
hopeless, struggle of the South Afri- 
can republics, fighting desperately for 
their freedom against the 
greatest 


empire of the world, ana tightly asking 
for the sympathy of American patri- 
ots; of the election, of United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people, 
so that worth may have a a equal 
chance'with wealth, and tho disgrace 
ot* purchased 
legislatures 
may

longer humiliate our people; .ot Con- 
stutional rights, the 
safeguards of 


freedom; of boss rule and politic;1.! cor- 
ruption, growing evils which more 
than aught, else threaten the welfare 
and stability of the Republic, what do 
the platforms say?

A comparison, of the platforms com- 


plete will warrant a similar conclu- 
sion. The Democratic platform does 
not content itself with self-praise and; 
glittering generalises as to what it has 
done and will dot but takes up each Is- 
sue, both state and national, of im- 
mediate pressing importance and de- 
clares in specific terms the action it 
would take to correct existing evils. 


Municipal Reform. 


Considering, first, the

municipal government, it denounces

It has no purpose or de- 
sire to injure the wealthy. It has no 
intention to permit the oppression of 
those -a-ho are not wealthy. . It pro- 
poses only exact justice to all.

Constitutions! Rights.
